NNE by the grace of GOD, Queen of Gras Britain, rack Gd 
 Treland, Defender of the Faith ; ; To 
Our Lyon King at Arms, his 
= Heravlds, Macers of Our Privy Council, Purſevants, Meſſengers 
at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially SS 
ftſtitute tings Foraſmuchas, che current Parliament of this Our ancient 
Kingdom, by the laſt Act of the laſt Seſſion thereof, bearing date the thir- 
rieth-day of June laſt by paſt, ſtands adjourned to the eighteenth day of Au- 
£»ſt inſtance, And We having thought fit, , Jor divers important and weighty 
Conſiderations, to put an end to it by the Diſſolution thereof. Ther fore, 
We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, hereby diſſolve Our 
{aid Parliament, and declare the ſame to be diſſolved. accordingly 53 And We 
conſidering that We are engadged at prefent in a moſt juſt and neceſſary War, 
_ againſt Fraxce.apd Spair, and that by Acts paſtin the Parliaments. both of 
this Out ancient Kingdom, and in that of Exgland, We are impowered ro 
Nominat Commiſſioners, to Treat of an Union betwixt theſe Our Kingdoms 
of Scotland and England, and of other Things, Matters and Cauſes relating 
thereto, conform to the Tenor of the ſaids Acts, which We furthwith in- 
tend to do; The Concluſion of which Union to be Eſtabliſhed and Ratified 
in both Parliaments, will undoubtedly conduce to the laſting Peace and Wel- 
fare of both Kingdoms: For theſe Cauſes, and that We judge it neceſſar 
there ſhould be a Parliament in Beeing, that may. meet when We find the oc-- 
caſiont of this Our ancient Kingdom ſhall require it, and ſo ſoon as the Cir- 
cumſtances of Our Affairs will admit; We have thought fic to publiſh, and 
do hereby with Advice toreſaid publiſh and make known to all Our Liedges, 
that We are reſolved ſpeedily to indi a new Parliament. OUR, WILL Is 
 HEREFORE, and We charge you ſtrictly and Command, that inconti. 
nent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat*croſs.of Edinburgh, and to 
the Mercat croſſes of the remanent Head- burghe of the ſeveral Shires and 
Ste wartries within this. Our ancient Kingdom, and there in Oar Name and 
Authority. make Publication of this Our Proclamation difſolvi' g Our ſaid 
current Parliament, and that the ſame is accordingly diſſolved; and that We 
are reſolved ſpeedily to indict a new Parliament to meet when the Occaſions 
of this Our reg a ſhall require it, and ſo ſoon as the Circumſtances. of 
Our Affairs will admit. And Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed and Pub- 
liſhed, that none may pretend Ignorance. Given under Our Signet &t Edin-
